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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: k and D m . A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the preselected diameter" in line 5 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morrison. 
Morrison discloses a guide wire having a substantially cylindrical mandrel, 

wherein the mandrel has one or more segments (12a, 12b, 12c, 12d, 12e, 12f, 12g) 
each having a diameter not exceeding a maximal diameter. Morrison discloses 
providing a wire (12) of a diameter greater than the maximal diameter, and reducing the 
diameter of the wire to less than a preselected diameter. The step of reducing 
comprises center-less grinding. The wire after having been formed by center-less 
grinding has mandrel portions, wherein at least a portion of the mandrel is coated with a 
hydrophiiic coating such as polyethylene tubing. A coil (23) is affixed to one of the 
mandrel sections, wherein the coil is radiopaque (i.e. platinum). See column 1, lines 66- 
column 2, line 9, column 3, lines 18-21, and column 4, lines 9, 10, and 19-22. See also 
Figures 1 -3 and 7 for further clarification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Morrison in view of Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). 
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Morrison discloses all of the claimed subject matter except for the step of 
providing a wire comprising unwinding the wire from a spool, or straightening the wire. 

AAPA at page 1 of the specification that it is known in the method of 
manufacturing a guide wire to select a single drawn/spooled wire and then straighten 
the spooled wire. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of invention to select the wire of Morrison from a single drawn/spooled wire and 
then straighten the spooled wire, in light of the teachings of AAPA, in order to more 
effectively provide a uniform starting material for the core section of the guide wire.
